A Washington dispatch of Tueiday 


says: About twenty Republican Sena- 
tors met in caucus this morning.

munds submitted a resolution from the 
Judiciary Committee embodying views 
ol the Republican members respect- 
ing tha rights ot tua Senate to infor- 
mation from the bends of the Esecutive 
Departments. Th« resolution was ap- 
proved, and it was decided that it shall 
be offered in open session of the Sen- 
ate. 


The resolutions are three m nurnbir: 


The first declares thai the action of th» 
Attorney-General iu refusing to furnish 
information i>hen called for by the Sen- 
ate, 110 matter »hat his motives may have 
been, was reprehensible. Tbe second 
declares that when tbe Senate has called 
or may call upon th» heads of depart- 
ments for information regarding re- 
movals from office and the information 
tion is not furnished as requested, the 
Sen&tt will aot confirm the appointee. 
The thirii coudnmns the disregard o! the 
iaw which requires that in the selection 
for office, preferment shall be given to 
the honorably discharged Union soldiers 
and sailors. It is understood ^hat tbe 
resolution bt> formally laid before the 
Judiciary Committee at its ntxt meeting 
with the view of having them reported 
to the Senate immediately thereafter. 


The resolutions reported by Senator 


Edmunds from tbe Judiciary Committee 
are aec3mpamtd by a long report. 
The 


resolutions road as follows: 


Resolved, That the foregoing report 


of the committee on Judiciary be agreed 
to and adopted. 


Resolved, That the Senate hereby ex- 


presses its c»nd»mnation of the, refusal 
of the Attorney-General under whatever 
influence, to send to the Senate, copies 
of papers called for by its resolution of 
4h» 25th of January, as set forth in the 
report of tbe committee on Judiciary,

THE HOME or Moxoroi/r. 


The Oakland Times of a recent date 


publishes an article on monopoly which 
is so full of truth that we reproduce it 
entire: 


The birthplace and home of monopoly 


seems to be centered in California. No 
other people iu any other State or Ter- 
ritory or in nny other nation, would en- 
dure the highway robbery of the peeplo 
that is being carried nn by every enter- 
prise or deal capable of bjing controlled 
by the few, and monopolised at fabulous 
profits against the many in this State. 


Take the telephone service alone, 


small as it neems, yet the company in 
Oakland is taking from the people forty- 
tight dollars a yenr, on every instru- 
ment in this city. In every other Stats 
bnt 
this, we »re credibly informed, 


tha service is hnd at an average rate of 
twenty-fonr dollars per year' and no 
charge lor switching anywhere on the 
line, but hera iu Oakland they must fall 
into the spirit ot monopoly and charge 
forty-eight dollars a year rental for each 
machine. Not content with this hun- 
dred p»r cent, thoy must add tbe cost of 
switching which partakes ol the petty 
larceny character. It is about time lor 
the people to talie up this telephone 
business, shots fh« company up and sea 
if they can't be regulated. 


Next to the telephone in colossal pro- 


portions comes the California Insurance 
Companv association, or 
Board of 


Underwriters, who have corralled all 
the companies doing business in this 
State in the most stupendous and gigan- 
tic

for possible existence against all other 
monopolies, are caught by the neck 
with an advance all along the line, of 
double rates of insurance in many cases. 
Yon ask ft iesp»ctable insurance agent 
about the raise and he will bluih for 
shame, but tell you it is fixed by the 
Board and he cannot help it. The only 
possible chance for an explanation is 
that their losses are so heavy. When 
cornered ns t.> the location of their 
losses, you will find they all occur in 
the East, aud the California business is 
all profit; but as this it the home of 
monopoly, the people being used to it, 
the insurance companies attempt to col- 
lect from the people here to reimhune 
th'em for losses in the East where the 
people will not permit such outragei. 


The current rate of fire insurance in 


this state should not be more than one- 
half as high as it is in Illinois or Wis- 
consin, yet it is five or six timea as high 
simply because our merchants and busi- 
ness men will submit to it. 


In California the monopoly system 


seems rampant, from the head of gov- 
ernment down to the voter, who tries to 
git a monopoly by herding his kind into 
a crowd that be may control the price 
and market of votes. 


The next legislature should put a limit 


upon tbe price of every product made 
or sold within our border and should 
be far-rtochmg enough to cover rail- 
road?, water companies, gas companus, 
insurance companies, banks, newspa- 
pers and every possible monopoly, of 
every kind, legislate for one session 
in favor of tbe people and see if the 
piosperity and fruits of California in- 
dustry would not be a little more evenly 
distributed nmong the people, and a 
little less suffering among the poor.

Army Slomliintloin Wlthili awu 


The President has withdrawn the fol- 


lowing army nominations, made on the 
8th inst.: Lieutenant-Colonel Nelsou 
B. Sweitzer, to be Colonel; Major Lewis 
Merrill, to be Lieutenant-Colon:;!; Cap- 
tain Edward J. Spuulding, to be Major; 
First Lieutenant Augns, to be Captain, 
and Second 
Lieutenant Alonzo L. 


O'Brien, to be First Lieutenant. The 
action of the President practically settles 
a very important question in military 
promotion. The effect is that an officer 
who has been incapacitated for active 
service, though not yet retired, is not 
competent to fill a higher position than 
that for which h« has been found dis- 
qualified. Th* promotion upon which 
the question binges was that of Major 
Lewis Merrill of the Seventh Cavalry to 
be Lieutenant-Colonel of tbe Eighth 
Cavalry, to succeed Lieutenant-Colonel 
Sohwitzer.
